Mr.  Read,  having  received  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  by  the  President  pro  tempore  duly  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  was  conducted  to 
the  chair  by  Senators  Hennessy,  Barber  and  Smalley. 

The  oath  of  oflfLce  was  administered  by  the  President  pro 
tempore. 

The  President,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Senators 
as  follows: 

SENATOR   read's  REMARKS. 

Fellow  Senators,  one  cannot  accept  the  responsibilities  of  the 
high  office  to  which  you  have  elected  me  without  feeling  and 
appreciating  deeply  the  honor  that  you  have  conferred  by  your 
votes. 

While  the  selection  has  been  by  the  votes  of  the  party  to 
which  I  belong,  yet  I  know  from  the  sentiments  that  have  been 
conveyed  to  me  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  minority  that  I 
have  the  good  wishes  of  you  all  and  for  this  honor  and  for  these 
good  wishes  I  wish  to  thank  you  most  sincerely. 

I  trust  I  may  so  conduct  myself  in  this  office  that  I  may  in 
some  degree  merit  the  confidence  which  you  have  placed  in  me, 
and  that  as  your  presiding  officer  I  may  follow  in  the  footsteps 
of  my  predecessors  and  deal  with  you  as  fairly  as  they  have 
done  in  former  sessions  of  this  Senate. 

It  is  an  unwritten  rule  that  the  party  in  power  is  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  all  legislative  enactments,  but  this  should 
not  exclude  the  minority  party  from  sharing. in  these  responsi- 
bilities and  merit  some  of  the  praise  where  good  results. 

There  are  a  few  matters  of  legislation  which  have  been 
promised  in  party  platforms  which  must  receive  party  considera- 
tion, and  yet  a  glance  at  the  platforms  of  the  two  parties  here 
represented  will  show  practically  no  difference  in  the  principles 
therein  set  forth,  and  in  this  proposed  legislation  I  trust  our 
rivalry,  if  any  there  be,  and  our  zeal  shall  be  devoted  to  obtain- 
ing that  legislation  which  is  best  suited  to  serve  our  State,  pro- 
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tect  its  people  and  encourage  its  business  enterprises,  rather  than 
seek  to  obtain  partisan  advantage  for  political  effect  only  with- 
out necessary  and  helpful  legislation  resulting  therefrom.  For 
when  political  parties  seek  to  advance  party  interests  at  the 
expense  of  the  State,  parties  will  fall  and  government  bv  parties 
will  fall. 

There's  one  other  question  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention, 
and  that  is  the  usual  demand  for  a  short  session.  It  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  remind  you  that  under  our  rules,  which  are 
adopted  with  the  idea  that  the  public  shall  have  full  notice  of 
contemplated  legislation  and  have  a  chance  to  enter  their  objec- 
tions if  they  consider  it  harmful,  a  bill  cannot  receive  final  con- 
sideration less  than  two  weeks  from  the  time  of  its  introduction, 
and  the  same  consideration  by  the  other  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature means  that  almost  a  month  must  elapse  before  such  bill 
becomes  a  law.  Therefore  I  urge  upon  you  and  trust  that  you 
in  turn  will  ask  your  constituents  to  see  that  all  legislation  which 
you  may  have  in  mind  for  introduction  at  this  session  of  the 
Legislature  shall  be  prepared  and  introduced  as  early  as  possible. 
A  short  session  lies  as  much  in  the  hands  of  the  public  that 
demand  it  as  it  does  in  ourselves. 

There  are  other  thought  that  come  to  my  mind,  but  I  trust 
that  this  session  will  be  one  of  action  rather  than  of  talking, 
and  hope  that  my  few  words  by  their  brevity  may  be  an  example 
in  this  respect.  Again  let  me  thank  you  for  the  honor  which 
has  come  to  me  by  virtue  of  your  confidence,  and  pledge  myself 
to  deal  fairly  with  all. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Rev.  Edward  G.  Read,  D.D., 
of  Plainfield,  N.  J. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rathbun,  the  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  Secretary..

The  committee  .appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  returned 
and  reported  that  they  had  attended  to  that  duty  and  that  His 
Excellency  congratulated  the  Senators  upon  organizing  so 
promptly  and  stated  that  he  would  communicate  with  the  Senate 
by  message. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Herrmann,  his  secretary,  as  follows : 

governor's  message. 

State  of  New  Jersey, 
Executive  Diei^artment, 

Trenton^  January  11,  1916. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly: 

It  gives  me  considerable  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  inform  you 
that  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  better  than  for  several 
years.  At  the  opening  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, a  State  tax  or  a  bond  issue  was  thought  imperative  to  raise 
the  money  requiied  to  meet  the  appropriations  for  State  Depart- 
ments and  institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  November  i,  1914,  to 
October  31,  191 5,  but  it  later  became  apparent  that  the  direct 
inheritance  tax  act  of  1914  would  provide  the  necessary  funds. 
The  fact  is,  that  while  no  additional  revenue  was  provided  by  the 
Legislature  of  last  year,  upward  of  two  million  dollars  were 
added  to  the  State's  income  by  the  act  referred  to.  The  requisi- 
tion act  of  1914  also  helped,  in  that  it  gave  the  State's  financial 
officers  a  proper  supervision  and  control  over  all  expenditures- 
of  money  and  provided  a  much-needed  check  against  the  prev- 
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alent  practice  of  mctu-rit^  obligations  in  excess  of  appropriations. 
The  latter  act  also  made  it  possible  for  the  Comptroller  to  keep 
account  not  only  of  disbursements,  but  also  of  the  State's  con- 
tractual obligations,  so  that  for  the  first  time  within  my  recollec- 
tion of  State  affairs,  the  statement  of  our  financial  condition  at 
the  close  of  a  fiscal  year,  included  among  the  liabilities  all  items 
for  which  the  State  was  bound  on  uncompleted  contracts,  and 
the  statement  to  November  i,  191 5,  therefore  shows  exactly 
where  we  stand.  The  reports  which  the  Comptroller  and  Treas- 
urer will  present  to  you  show  that  at  the  close  of  our  business 
year,  October  31,  191 5,  with  every  outstanding  obligation  pro- 
vided for  and  deducted,  we  had  an  actual  and  not  a  fictitious 
balance  in  the  treasury  amounting  to  $305,421.01.  This  balance, 
though  small,  has  the  great  merit  of  being  real,  and  we  start  the 
new  year  knowing  that  we  have  money  in  hand.  In  former  years, 
the  statements  of  cash  balances,  besides  taking  no  account  of 
outstanding  contracts,  included  as  much  as  two  and  three-quarter 
millions  dollars  of  railroad  taxes  belonging  to  municipalities  for 
their  schools,  but  the  balance  I  have  mentioned  does  not  include 
one  cent  of  such  taxes. 

Considering  that  the  Legislature  of  last  year  provided  no 
additional  State  revenue  and  was  not  sure  what  the  State's  income 
would  be,  it  showed  wisdom-  in  placing  the  appropriations  for  the 
airrent  year  at  the  very  lowest  figure.  Because  that  appropria- 
tion act  has  been  in  force  but  little  more  than  two  months,  it  may 
not  be  possible  to  say  definitely  at  this  time  whether  the  State 
dei>artments  and  institutions  can  be  run  ten  months  longer  on 
the  sums  allotted  to  them,  but  comparing  the  estimates  of  their 
needs  with  their  appropriations,  I  think  many  have  not  been 
given  sufficient.  For  example,  the  repeated  requests  of  institu- 
tions for  enlarged  accommodations  with  which  to  meet  the 
demands  on  them  cannot  much  longer  be  ignored ;  more  money 
than  was  made  available  for  the  current  year  is  needed  by  all 
the  new  departments  created  under  the  so-called  Economy  and 
Efficiency  Bills;  the  State  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  must 
have  additional  funds  with  which  to  perform  the  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  the  widows'  pension  act;  new  buildings  must  be 
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erected  for  the  ever  increasing  number  of  the  insane ;  the  State 
Printing  Board  cannot  print  the  reports  of  departments  and  com 
missions  with  the  money  given  it ;  the  National  Guard  must  have 
a  further  allowance,  or  the  encampment  at  Sea  Girt  will  again 
be  abandoned;  the  additional  Circuit  Court  Judge  which  the 
Legislature  thought  necessary  must  be  provided  with  a  salary  or 
he  cannot  be  appointed,  and  the  Department  of  Banking  and 
Insurance  requires  a  larger  appropriation  for  the  prompt  and 
eflBcient  examination  of  the  financial  condition  of  our  Building 
and  Loan  Associations.  These  and  similar  cases  which  I  could 
instance,  will,  I  know,  receive  your  careful  thought.  Our  finances 
will  not  permit  us  to  do  all  we  might  wish,  but  we  must  not 
cripple  our  State  work.  Believing  that  the  sum  realized  last 
year  under  the  direct  inheritance  tax  law  will  be  equaled,  if  not 
exceeded,  this  year,  and  that  the  other  sources  of  State  income 
will  show  the  usual  increase,  I  feel  you  can  safely  grant  many  of 
the  requests  which  will  surely  be  presented  to  you  for  further 
appropriations. 

The  conservation  of  the  State's  natural  resources  deserves 
earnest  consideration.  A  policy  has  been  adopted  for  the  con- 
servation of  our  potable  water  supply,  and  plans  are  now  matur- 
ing which  will  soon  make  an  important  supply  in  North  Jersey 
available  for  the  people  of  that  section.  The  proposition  to 
acquire  a  South  Jersey  tract  of  land,  known  as  the  Wharton 
Tract,  with  its  water  flowage,  was  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the 
last  general  election,  and  was  rejected.  I  am  satisfied  that  this 
result  occurred  because  little  information  was  in  the  possession 
of  any  State  board  or  department  to  give  to  the  people  to  enable 
them  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  the  proposition.  It  was  defeated 
by  a  majority  of  20,539  out  of  a  totaj  of  227,451  votes  cast  for 
and  against  it,  while  at  the  same  election  there  were  415,236 
votes  polled  for  candidates  for  office.  That  is,  nearly  fifty  per 
cent,  of  those  who  voted  at  that  election  refrained  from  voting 
on  the  water  proposition,  presumably  because  they  did  not  un- 
derstand it.  The  counties  of  Essex,  Hudson  and  Passaic,  whose 
residents  have  learned  by  experience  the  importance  of  State 
ownership  of  water  supplies,  gave  a  majority  of  14,817  in  favor 
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of  the  proposition,  while  in  all  other  counties  it  was  defeated. 
I  believe  that  the  time  will  come  when  the  ownership  of  water 
rights  will  be  of  vital  importance  to  the  people  of  South  Jersey, 
and  that  we  should  not  wait  until  that  time  to  consider  the  acqui- 
sition of  the  Wharton  Tract.  Only  a  careful  examination  of  the 
property  by  experts  can  produce  the  facts  upon  which  to  base  an 
intelligent  opinion,  and  I  would  prefer  that  those  facts  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature,  where  they  can  be  examined  and  dis- 
cussed, and  where  it  can  be  determined  whether  or  not  the  proposi- 
tion has  sufficient  merit  to  be  again  submitted  to  the  people  for 
their  approval  or  rejection.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  you 
empower  the  State  Water  Supply  Commission,  or  the  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  and  Development,  to  make,  or  have  made, 
an  expert  examination  of  the  tract  in  question  and  adjoining 
tracts,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  any  part  thereof 
should  be  acquired  by  the  State,  and,  if  so,  how  much;  what  the 
probable  value  thereof  may  be,  and  that  the  report,  with  the  de- 
tailed information  obtained,  be  made  to  you  or  to  the  next 
Legislature,  for  determination  as  to  whether  the  people  should 
be  asked  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  a  bond  issue  for  the  pur- 
chase of  such  property  and  water  rights.  Of  course,  the  direc- 
tion to  investigate  should  be  accompanied  by  an  appropriation  of 
sufficient  funds  to  make  the  investigation  thorough. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  to  revise 
•road  legislation  and  to  lay  down  a  road  policy  for  the  State.  I 
hope  its  investigations  will  result  in  a  report  which  will  form  the 
basis  for  intelligent  legislation,  because  the  most  important  and 
difficult  problem  now  pressing  for  solution  is  the  improvement 
and  maintenance  of  our  roads.  Proper  provision  for  vehicular 
transportation  is  of  vital  moment,  not  only  to  our  business  inter- 
ests, but  the  aid  the  States  should  give  in  preparation  for  Na- 
tional defense,  includes  a  system  of  highways  desirable  and 
suitable  for  military  reasons.  The  increasing  and  insistent  de- 
mand for  good  roads  imposes  upon  the  Legislature  the  duty  of 
providing  them.  A  few  years  ago  pleasure  travel  was  not  so 
great,  and  freight,  material  and  commodities  of  all  kind  were 
generally  transported  by  rail  or  water.     We  were  then  chiefly 
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concerned  with  the  improvement  of  a  few  main  arteries,  so  that 
the  farmer  and  manufacturer  could  get  their  supplies  and  pro- 
ducts to  and  from  nearby  railroad  or  water  shipping  points,  or 
the  local  markets,  by  wagon,  but  we  must  now  reckon  with  the 
automobile.  We  average  one  automobile  for  every  thirty-two 
of  our  population,  which  means'  about  six  automobiles  to  every 
mile  of  our  roads,  excluding  city  streets.  The  Commissioner  of 
Public  Roads,  in  his  report  for  the  year  recently  closed,  estimates 
that  an  automobile  paying  an  annual  license  fee  of  $7.50  and 
making  6,000  miles  a  year,  damages  the  roads  to  the  extent  of 
$30  or  $35,  while  the  damage  caused  by  the  ordinary  two-horse 
team  and  wagon  will  not  cost  over  $8  to  replace.  It  is,  therefore, 
evident  that  the  general  use  of  automobiles  for  pleasure  and  busi- 
ness purposes  adds  tremendously  to  the  traffic  burdens  the  roads 
must  bear,  and  thus  the  new  and  difficult  problem  is  presented  to 
us.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Roads  also  estimates  the  total 
mileage  of  the  State,  exclusive  of  streets,  at  15,000,  of  which 
10.500  are  still  unimproved,  and  he  says  it  will  cost  $51,300,000 
to  properly  improve  the  whole  mileage.  The  State's  share  of  this 
expense  would  be  about  $15,000,000. 

The  annual  appropriations  heretofore  made  have  been  as 
liberal  as  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  would  permit,  and 
it  does  not  seem  possible  to  materially  increase  them.  Last 
year  the  appropriation  to  the  State  Road  Fund  was  $500,000.  in 
addition  to  which  there  was  the  Convict  Labor  Appropriation 
and  the  Motor  Vehicle  Fund,  from  which  sources  the  State 
actually  disbursed,  for  road  construction .  and  repair,  the  sum 
of  $1,235,160.23  as  follows  :

This  does  not  take  into  consideration  all  moneys  expended  for 
salaries  and  for  office  and  clerical  expenses.  ' 
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Should  the  counties  be  wiUing  to  undertake  the  improvement 
of  all  their  roads  with  State  aid,  and  should  the  State  be  able 
to  appropriate  $500,000  •  annually,  thirty  years  would  elapse 
before  all  the  roads  could  be  built,  and  in  the  meantime  some  of 
Liiose  improved  will  have  worn  out  and  will  require  partial,  if 
not  whole,  reconstruction.  It  is  apparent  that  our  policy  of 
road  maintenance  and  construction  requires  readjustment,  be- 
cause we  cannot,  imder  the  plan  now  pursued,  properly  main- 
tain our  roads  with  the  added  uses  to  which  they  are  put  and 
keep  pace  with  the  progress  the  State  demands  in  building  new 
highways.  Other  States,  recognizing  the  importance  of  good 
roads  in  the  development  of  the  State's  municipalities  and  in- 
dustries, are  spending  vast  sums  for  this  purpose.  How  then 
shall  we  secure  the  money  the  State  needs?  It  is  not  wise  or 
expedient  to  ra<sc  all  the  money  required  at  once.  The  counties 
could  not  stand  the  strain  and  the  Road  Department  could  not 
ht  so  organized  as  to  handle  the  vast  amount  of  work  which 
would  follow  an  attempt  to  construct  ten  thousand  miles  of 
road  in  one  or  two  years.  Perhaps  there  should  be  a  slight 
increase  in  automobile  license  fees  and  a  portion  of  these  fees 
devoted  to  construction  work,  but  it  is  not  just  that  automobile 
•  owners  should  bear  the  whole  cost,  because  improved  roads 
benefit  the  owners  of  other  vehicles;  they  bring  more  buyers 
to  the  merchants'  doors;  through  them,  property  owners  see 
increased  land  values,  and  neariy  every  individual,  including 
non-road  users,  gets  the  benefit  of  commercial  automobile  travel, 
in  quicker  and  cheaper  transportation  of  commodities.  I  think, 
and  therefore  advise,  that  the  necessary  funds  should  be  raised 
by  a  State  tax  laid  specially  for  road  construction  purposes 
and  that  the  work  should  be  spread  over  a  period  of  fifteen 
years,  in  which  event  the  State  would  need  a  million  dollars 
annually,— -or  over  ten  years,  for  which  a  million  and  a  half 
dollars  would  be  required  each  year.  The  State  Board  of 
Taxes  and  Assessment  has  recently  reported  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  State,  subject  to 
local  taxation,  as  $2,.s83,95;.'^,59«5.29.  To  raise  a  million  dollars, 
a  State  tax  of  less  than  four-tenths  of  a  mill  would  be  necessary 
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and  a  tax  of  loss  tiian  six^tenths  ol  a  miU  would  raise  a  million 
and  a  half  dollars.  This  snail  tax,  amounting  to  but  forty  or 
sixty  cents  on  each  tibousand  doUars  of  assessed  valuation,  would 
not  be  felt,  and  I  believe  would  be  willingly  paid,  if  it  were 
to  be  the  means  of  securing  a  magnificent  foad  system. 

Alignment,  gradii^  and  guttering  and  the  constnxlion  of 
bridges,  is  work  of  a  permanent  nature,  while  the  foundation, 
if  skillfully  and  honestly  laid,  will  last  for  years  and  will  not 
need  frequent  renewal.  Aminal  State  appropriations  and  the 
automobile  license  fees  could  be  wholly  devoted  to  maintenance 
and  resurfacing  work  and  thus  we  could  keep  our  roads  in 
first-class  ccMidition,  but  you  should  also  provide  for  a  definite 
and  comprehensive  system  of  road  maintenance  by  patrolling 
squads,  not  only  for  State  highways,  but  for  every  road  which 
the  State  aids  in  maintenance  or  rq)air.  The  present  method 
of  constructing  a  road  and  then  permitting  it  to  wear  out,  is 
unbusinesslike  and  wasteful  in  the  extreme. 

The  work  of  the  counties  on  road  building  is  also  unbusiness- 
like, in  that  it  lacks  uniformity  in  policy  as  to  the  kind  of  ma- 
terial used,  the  method  of  construction  and  failure  in  coopera- 
tion between  counties  in  connecting  up  highways.  A  policy 
adopted  tKis  year  is  subject  to  alteration  next  year  through 
changes  in  the  Board  of  Freeholders.  The  county  engineer- 
ing department  and  rood  employees  change,  top,  with  changes 
in  membership  in  their  boards.  The  counties  are  parts  of  a 
great  whole,  separated  only  by  a  stream,  by  a  road,  or  by  an 
imaginary  line,  and  for  the  whole,  a  definite  policy  for  road 
construction  should  be  laid  down  by  you,  to  be  carried  out 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department,  by  county  engineers, 
supervisors  and  inspectors  who  should  be  experts,  protected  by 
tenure  of  office  and  not  subject  to  every  political  change  that 
may  occur. 

The  development  and  improvement  of  our  public  schools  is 
of  the  utmost  importance.  In  observing  the  direction  of  the 
Constitution  to  provide  for  a  thorough  and  efficient  system 
of  free  public  schools  for  the  children  of  our  State,  you  must 
give  thought  to  the  teacher.     New  Jersey  was  one  of  the  first 
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States  to  establish  a  iionnal  school  for  the  training  of  teachers, 
but  the  demands  of  the  schools  have  outstripped  our  teacher 
supply,  and  we  employ  from  outside  the  State  teachers  almost 
equal  in  number  to  those  who  are  graduates  of  our  normal 
schools.  We  are  now  tmable  to  provide  accommodations  for 
all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  normal  schools,  and  our 
high  school  graduates  are  rapidly  increasing,  and  I  believe  a 
greater  proportion  of  these  graduates  would  become  normal 
students,  and  later  teachers  in  our  schools,  if  we  could  offer 
the  additional  normal  school  facilities  now  denied  them,  I 
reconmiend  that  you  give  careful  consideration  to  the  demand 
which  has  been  voiced  for  another  normal  school  and  that  the 
necessary  appropriation  be  made  therefor. 

The  Legislature  of  191 3  made  provision  for  the  promotion  of 
vocational  education,  offering  State  aid  to  those  districts  desiring 
to  establish  and  maintain  this  form  of  instruction,  but  limiting 
the  annual  expenditure  of  State  funds  to  $80,000.  Largely  as  a 
result  of  this  legislation,  more  than  7,600  persons  were  enrolled 
in  vocational  day  and  evening  classes  during  the  school  year  end- 
ing June  30,  191 5.  Of  this  number  more  than  1,000  were  boys 
and  girls,  and  upwards  of  6,000  were  young  men  and  young 
womien.  The  popularity  of  this  very  practical  form  of  education 
has  certainly  been  demonstrated,  and  in  a  State  so  conspicuously 
industrial  as  ours  it  seems  fitting  that  this  useful  line  of  instruc- 
tion should  be  properly  encouraged.  To  do  this  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  raise  the  limit  of  the  annual  expenditure  fixed  by  the  act 
of  1913,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be  done,  and  that  further  funds 
be  provided  to  carry  on  this  system  of  education  now  so  well 
established. 

I  would  direct  your  attention  to  what  appears  to  be  an  unin- 
tentional, or  if  intentional  then  an  improper,  limitation  upon  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Public  Utility  Commissioners  to  super- 
vise and  regulate  rates  or  charges  to  be  fixed  or  made  by  the 
public  utilities  of  our  State.  It  is  contended  that  under  the 
public  utilities  act,  chapter  195  of  the  laws  of  191 1,  the  Board 
is  without  power  to  compel  a  common  carrier  to  initiate  a  rate 
and  that  its  jurisdiction  is  limited  to  the  review  of  rates  now  in 
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existence,  or  which  may  be  voluntarily  proposed  by  the  carrier. 
This  point  is  directly  presented  in  proceedings  in  which  many 
South  Jersey  commuters  are  interested,  now  pending  before  the 
Board,  to  compel  certain  railroads  to  sell  certain  forms  of  tickets 
for  transportation  to  and  from  their  Camden  terminals,  similar  in 
form  to  those  sold  between  Philadelphia  and  New  Jersey  stations, 
so  that  Camden  users  of  these  tickets  may  not  be  compelled  to 
pay  for  ferriage  they  do  not  use.  The  question  is  also  interesting 
to  North  Jersey  travelers  who  use  the  Hudson  and  Manhattan 
Railroad  and  whose  journey  ends  at  Hoboken  or  Jersey  City, 
but  who  are  forced  to  pay  for  transportation  they  do  not  re- 
quire beyond  the  limits  of  the  State.  The  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, against  which  the  South  Jersey  commuters  complain,  issues 
special  forms  of  tickets,  at  special  rates,  available  for  transpor- 
tation between  Philadelphia  and  points  in  New  Jersey,  and 
also  issues  such  tickets  between  Philadelphia  and  other  points 
in  Pennsylvania,  but  it  refuses  to  issue  the  same  kind  of  tickets 
between  New  Jersey  intrastate  points.  Thus  this  carrier  main- 
tains a  practice  for  interstate  transportation  and  for  transpor- 
tation wholly  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  it  refuses 
to  follow  within  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  thereby  discriminat- 
ing against  our  State,  from  which  it  holds  a  valuable  franchise, 
and  it  contends  that  the  Board  created  to  protect  the  rights  of 
our  citizens  is  without  power,  imder  our  law,  to  compel  it  to 
give  us  the  same  privileges  the  company  accords  to  citizens  of 
our  neighboring  State.  It  seems  entirely  proper  and  fair  that 
the  Board  should  have  the  power  to  inquire  into  the  justness 
and  reasonableness  of  this  diflFerence  in  practice,  and  if  found 
unjust,  discriminatory  or  preferential  against  our  citizens,  to 
order  that  the  railroads  sell  us  the  same  form  of  ticket  they 
offer  for  interstate  or  intrastate  travel  and  fix  the  rate  therefor. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  an  amendment  or  supplement  to 
our  public  utility  act  be  passed,  which  will  vest  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Utility  Commissioners  the  power  to  order  carriers  operat- 
ing in  New  Jersey  to  issue  any  form  of  ticket  the  Board  may 
deem  proper  for  intrastate  travel  and  to  fix  the  rate  therefor, 
or  to  require  such  carriers  to  put  into  effect  forms  of  tickets 
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and  classifications  of  rates  fcM*  transportation  similar  to  those 
covering  transportation  on  its  lines  between  points  in  any  other 
Stal;e,  or  in  interstate  commerce.  I  also  recommend  that  this 
power  be  made  general,  so  that  the  Board  may  not  be  limited 
td  the  review  only  of  those  raties  initiated  by  puUic  utilities^ 
but  that  it  be  authorized  to  fix  and  establish  special  rates  for 
services,  when  the  conditions  may  appear  to  the  Board  to  war- 
rant them. 

Through  previous  messages  your  attention  has  been  called  to 
what  I  believe  to  be  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  our  State  in 
favor  of  a  short.,  businesslike  session,  and  fewer  laws.  Each 
Legislature  announces  its  determination  to  dispose  of  its  business 
speedily,  but  the  regular  session  of  last  year  consumed  fifteen 
weeks,  four  hundred  and  thirteen  laws  and  six  joint  resolutions 
were  enacted,  and  a  special  session  was  necessary  to  correct  de- 
fects in  the  act  providmg  for  the  submission  of  constitutional 
amendments.  I  know  of  no  reason  for  prolonging  this  session^ 
and  it  seems  to  me  qiiite  possible  to  dispose  of  all  necessary  legis- 
lation in  a  period  of  two  legislative  months.  I  recognize  that  the 
time  consumed  by  the  Appropriation  Committee  in  preparing  the 
annual  and  supplemental  appropriation  bills  places  an  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  a  short  session.  Other  legislative  duties  required  of 
members  of  this  Committee  interfere  with  and  lengthen  its  hear- 
ings, and  the  legislative  session  frequently  drags  along  awaiting 
the  completion  of  these  bills,  which,  when  finally  ready,  are 
rushed  through  the  Legislature,  but  few  members  knowing  any- 
thing of  their  contents.  I  suggest,  as  a  plan  for  facilitating  the 
business  of  this  Committee  and  shortening  the  session,  that  on  or 
about  February  first  you  take  a  recess  of  four  weeks,  during 
which  time  the  Appropriation  Committee  shall  sit  frequently  and 
have  its  bills  ready  when  you  reconvene,  and  that  after  the  recess 
no  more  than  four  weeks  be  devoted  to  legislation.  This  method 
would  give  you  and  the  public  a  chance  to  examine  the  appropria- 
tion bills  before  they  are  passed,  it  would  materially  shorten  the 
session,  and  would  result  in  fewer  laws.

39.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  cause  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  prior  to  each  day's  session  a  daily  memorandum 
which,  in  addition  to  the  transactions  of  the  preceding  legis- 
lative day,  and  other  matters  heretofore  furnished,  shall  contain 
a  day  calendar  of  bills  on  second  and  third  reading,  and  a  list 
of  bills  awaiting  the  third  reading  calendar.

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  the  fourth  report  of  the  "Economy 
and  Efficiency  Commission,''  appointed  pursuant  to  Joint  Resolu- 
tion Xo.  6,  Laws  of  191 2,  together  with  drafts  of  the  proposed 
acts  to  which  reference  is  therein  made. 

The  report  has  been  in  my  hands  too  short  a  time  to  permit  me 
to  digest  its  recommendations  and  to  consider  the  bills  proposed, 
and  therefore  I  shall  not  attempt  to  refer  at  length  to  either  The 
report    speaks  of   three   important   subjects:! 

FIRST. 

The  organization  of  a  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  Commission  recommends  that  further  time  be  given  it 
to  prosecute  and  complete  its  investigations  already  begun  of 
the  many  boards,  commissions  and  agencies  having  to  do  with 
farming  and  allied  industries  of  the  State,  to  the  end  that  an 
intelligent  plan  of  reorganization  and  consolidation  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  you. 

I  fully  concur  in  this  recommendation.  I  doubt  that  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  can  enumerate  all  our  various  agricultural 
agencies  and  define  their  duties.  It  is  my  opinion  that  they  can 
be  gathered  into  a  single  department,  constituted  as  are  the 
departments  created  under  the  "Economy  and  Efficiency"  bills 
passed  last  year,  and  that  thereby  the  interests  of  those  affected 
will  be  more  efficiently  served  and  considerable  expense  in  admin- 
istration saved.     Following  the  suggestion  hereinafter  referred 

3  Sen  Jour 
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to,  with  regard  to  the  work!  of  the  Board  of  Tenement  House 
Supervision,  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  a  new  Agricultural 
Department  might  be  charged  to  the  individuals  or  communities 
directly  concerned  witfi,  or  benefited  by,  such  department.  But 
however  this  may  be,  the  whole  matter  should  be  left  with  the 
Commission  for  invesigation. 

SECOND. 

The  proposal  to  impose  upon  municipalities  in  which  the  Board 
of  Tenement  House  Supervision  performs  its  work,  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  administration,  proportioned  on  the  basis  of  the 
time  devoted  to  such  work. 

I  believe  that  the  State  maintains  departments  entirely  at 
State  expense,  the  benefits  from  which  do  not  accrue  to  the  State 
at  large,  but  rather  to  a  portion  or  class  of  citizens,  and  that  there- 
fore some  part  of  such  expense  should  be  transferred  to  those 
especially  served.  The  Board  of  Tenement  House  Supervision 
IS  one  of  these,  and  I  agree  with  the  principle  laid  down  in  the 
report,  but  I  think,  if  the  municipalities  are  to  be  assessed  for 
a  portion  of  the  cost,  they  should  be  protected  by  proper  safe- 
guards which  will  enable  them  to  check  up  the  service  for  which 
they  are  to  be  charged,  and  p)erhaps  they  should  be  given  the 
option  of  performing  some  of  the  building  inspection  through 
their  own  building  departments. 

THIRD. 

The  concentration  of  the  purchase  of  all  furniture,  equipment 
and  supplies  required  by  State  Departments  or.  Institutions  in 
a  single  Commission. 

I  consider  this  the  most  important  of  the  three  subjects.  It 
is  intricate  and  far-reaching  in  effect  and  requires  most  careful 
study.  The  report  pictures  its  beneficial  results  in  attractive 
words,  and  I  can  understand  how  the  plan  might  work  satis- 
factorily for  a  private  corporation,  or  a  city,  but  for  a  State 
operating  widely  scattered  institutions,  whose  requirements  are 
so  diversified,  the  problem  is  more  difficult.  Before  reaching  a 
conclusion,  I  would  want  to  consult  with  the  superintendents  of 
our  institutions  and  get  the  benefit  of  their  practical  experience 
in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  and  I  would  advise  that  you  summon 
them  to  appear  before  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  to  carry 
out  this  recommendation  will  be  referred. 

I  am  wondering  whether  the  creation  of  a  State  Purchasing 
Commission  and  the  employment  of  a  purchasing  agent,  assist- 
ants, clerks,  stenographers,  chemists  and  laboratory  assistants, 
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with  the  construction,  or  lease,  and  maintenance  of  a  storage 
warehouse  or  warehouses  will  not  offset  in  cost  all  saving  that 
might  be  affected  by  the  purchase  in  quantities  of  those  staple 
articles  for  which  it  would  be  possible  to  contract  under  this 
plan.  Then,  too,  must  be  considered  the  freight  charges  to  the 
central  warehouse  and  from  there  to  the  various  points  of  con- 
sumption, and  the  inconv^enience  and  danger  in  delay  of  ship- 
ments at  a  period  of  freight  congestion  such  as  we  are  now 
experiencing.  I  would  also  want  to  know  how  the  adoption 
of  the  plan  would  affect  the  State  Use  System  in  the  purchase 
of  raw  material  and  in  the  sale  of  manufactured  products  under 
the  direction  of  the  Prison  Labor  Commission. 

I  am  opposed  to  making  the  Governor  a  member  of  the 
proposed  Purchasing  Commission.  The  report  points  out  that 
he  is  now  a  member  of  the  State  House  Commission  and  the 
State  Printing  Board.  He  is  also  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
School  Fund  and  a  member  of  the  Court  of  Pardons.  As  if 
the  function  of  these  boards,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  the 
Executive  Department,  were  not  sufficient  to  occupy  all  his 
time,  previous  Legislatures  have  made  his  approval  necessar\' 
to  riparian  grants  and  leases,  contracts,  plans,  specifications, 
bonds  and  expense  accounts,  all  originating  in  other  depart- 
ments, and  concerning  which  he  can  have  but  little  knowledge, 
but  which  hfe  must  examine  with  as  much  care  as  his  time  will 
permit.  And,  to  make  it  certain  that  the  Governor  shall  have 
no  idle  days,  I  understand  you  are  to  be  asked  to  make  him  a 
member  of  still  another  board — a  State  Board  of  Estimate 
for  making  up  a  budget  for  legislative  appropriations.  I  sub- 
mit that  his  present  duties  are  sufficiently  exacting  and  that 
he  should  not  be  directed  to  undertake  any  new  work,  espe- 
cially the  management  of  a  purchasing  department,  the  scope 
of  which  is  not  only  foreign  to  the  duties  of  an  Executive  as 
specified  in  the  Constitution,  but  calculated  to  interfere  with 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  real  business  of  his  office.

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  25th  inst.,  calling 
my  attention  to  a  resolution  adopted  on  that  date  by  the  Senate, 
req^arding  the  refusal  of  the  13elaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western 
Railroad  Company  to  honor  State  certificates  ^'issued  under  the 
law  of  1 91 5  to  officers  of  the  Legislature,*'  reciting  that  report 
of  such  refusal  has  been  made  to  me,  and  requesting  me  to 
report  to  the  Senate  what  action  has  been  taken  against  the  said 
company  for  refusing  to  honor  said  State  certificates,  and  what 
the  present  status  of  such  action  is,  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  the  refusal  of  the  Delaw^are,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Rail- 
road Company  to  carry  officers  of  the  Legislature  free  of  charge, 
as  required  by  Chapter  402  of  the  Laws  of  191 5  (P.  L  191 5, 
page  772),  has  not  been  brought  to  my  official  attention,  and  that 
the  records  of  this  office  fail  to  disclose  the  fact  that  such  refusal 
ha?  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  any  assistant  in  this  depart- 
ment. 
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I  may  say,  however,  that  the  refusal  of  the  said  railroad 
company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  194  of  the 
Laws  of  1914  (P.  L.  1914,  page  358),  and  Chapter  402  of 
the  Laws  of  191 5  (P.  L.  191 5,  page  772),  which  require  it  to 
carry  certain  State  officials  and  employees  free  of  charge,  has 
been  brought  to  my  atttention ;  that  two  actions  are  now  pending 
against  the  said  railroad  in  the  Supreme  Court,  one  being  an 
action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  State  to  recover  the  penalty 
fixed  by  the  Act  of  191 5,  above  mentioned,  for  its  refusal  to 
carry,  free  of  charge,  Hon.  Ernest  Napier,  President  of  the  Fish 
and  Game  Board;  the  other  being  an  action  brought  by  Mr. 
Napier  against  the  said  railroad  for  ejection  from  a  train  of 
said  railroad,  upon  his  refusal  to  pay  fare,  Mr.  Napier  being 
represented  in  this  action  by  me  as  Attorney-General. 

These  cases  are  on  the  list  for  trial  at  the  present  term  of  the 
Essex  Circuit.  Counsel  for  the  railroad  company  and  .this  office 
have  substantially  agreed  upon  all  of  the  facts,  and  the  questions 
of  law  involved  will  be  argued  before  Judge  Adams  during  the 
current  term  of  the  Essex  Circuit.  The  cases  will  undoubtedly 
be  taken  to  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  by  the  unsuccessful 
party,  and  will  be  ready  for  argument  in  that  court  at  the  June 
term,  1916.

To  the  Legislature: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  190.  Laws  of 
191 5,  "An  act  to  promote  co-operation  and  efficiency  in  the 
engineering  work  of  the  State,"  representatives  of  the  several 
departments  interested  submit  the  following  recommendations 
for  "changes  in  the  laws  of  the  State  that  are  deemed  advisable 
or  necessary  in  order  to  promote  efficiency  and  prevent  duplica- 
tion of  engineering  work  and  unneces:sary  expense/' 

I.  That  a  law  be  enacted  which  will  provide  for  co-operation 
between  departments  in  work  in  which  they  have  a  common 
interest,  and  also  permit  the  employment  by  any  department  of 
experts  attached  to  another.  To  carry  out  this  co-operation 
successfully,  provision  must  be  made  for  the  proper  distribution 
of  the  expense  bet\veen  the  departments  concerned,  so  that  the 
appropriation  of^one  department  may  not  be  depleted  by  reason 
of  work  done  for  another.  The  impossibility,  under  existing 
laws,  of  compensating  one  department  for  work  so  done  largely 
prevents  such  co-operation. 

A  bill  embodying  this  recommendation  is  herewith  submitted. 

II.  That  the  office  of  State  Architect  and  the  State  Board 
of  Architects  be  combined  in  one  department,  entirely  separate 
from  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Corrections.  The  in- 
congruity of  making  the  Commissioner  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
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rections  responsible  for  the  work  of  the  State  Architect  has  long 
been  apparent. 

The  economical  administration  of  such  a  department  demands 
(a)  an  annual  appropriation  sufficient  to  maintain  a  skelton 
organization  for  the  routine  work;  -and  (b)  an  elastic  method 
for  providing  funds  proportional  to  the  number  of  buildings 
for  which  the  State  Architect  must  prepare  plans,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  which  he  must  oversee.  The  present  practice  of  appro- 
priating a  fixed  sum  for  the  conduct  of  the  State  Architect's 
office  is  highly  unsatisfactory,  since  it  may  bear  no  direct  re- 
lation to  the  number  of  buildings  to  be  erected.  We  recom- 
mend that  four  or  five  per  cent,  of  the  appropriation  for  each 
building  be  authorized  to  be  set  aside  for  the  expense  of  drawing 
plans  an<^  specifications,  of  inspection,  and  of  the  employment 
of  experts  where  necessary. 

III.  Not  infrequently  a  large  number  of  buildings  and  other 
constructive  works  are  provided  for  in  the  supplemental  bill, 
which  usually  is  not  signed  imder  the  latter  part  of  April.  Un- 
less contracts  are  awarded  before  October  21st,  these  appro- 
priations lapse.  This  time  frequently  is  too  short  for  the  proper 
consideration  of  plans,  the  preparation  of  estimates,  and  secur- 
ing of  bids.  In  particular,  if  the  first  bids  are  too  high  there 
is  absolutely  no  time  for  revision  of  estimates  and  readvertise- 
ment.  We  are  convinced  that  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  the 
State  if  it  is  enacted  in  each  supplemental  bill  that  no  appro- 
priation made  therein  for  any  building  or  other  constructive 
work  shall  lapse  until  the  end  of  the  next  succeeding*  fiscal  year. 
This  provision  will  allow  the  necessary  time  for  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  plans  and  specifications,  and  in  the  long  run 
will  result  in  economy  both  in  time  and  money. 

Bills  to  accomplish  the  proix)sed  reorganization  are  submitted 
herewith;  it  is  suggested  that  the  last  recommendation  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Joint  Appropriations  Committee.

Said  petition  shall  be 
in  the  form  required  by  law  for  the  endorsement  of  a  candidate 
for  United  States  Senator,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  have 
the  consent  of  such  candidate  for  President  endorsed  on  said 
petition;  all  of  the  names  need  not  be  signed  to  the  same  original 
petition,  but  copies  thereof  may  be  made  to  which  signatures  may 
be  attached,  but  every  petition  shall  have  annexed  the  affidavit  of 
one  or  more  of  the  signers  that  the  other  signers  to  the  said 
petition  signed  the  same  in  good  faith  for  the  .purposes  therein 
mentioned.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  the  names  so 
filed  in  his  office  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  on  or  before 
the  twenty-third  day  of  March,  and  such  county  clerk  shall  forth- 
with certify  the  same  to  the  mimicipal  clerk  of  each  municipality 
in  his  county  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March,  and  the 
said  municipal  clerk  shall  cause  said  names  so  certified  to  be 
printed  upon  the  primary  tickets  of  the  respective  political  parties 
ior  use  at  the  then  next  ensuing  primary  election  for  the  election 
of  delegates  to  the  National  convention  of  said  parties,  under 
the  heading  '^Choice  for  President."

On  January  nth,'  when  your  session  convened,  I  sent  you  the 
nomination  of  Grover  C.  Richman  to  be  Prosecutor  of  the  Pleas 
of  Gloucester  County,  to  succeed  Joseph  J.  Summerill,  whose 
resignation  became  ^effective  January  9th.  I  am  informed  that 
you  have  taken  no  action  on  this  nomination,  notwithstanding  that 
the  county  has  been  without  a  prosecutor  for  more  than  six  weeks. 

Desiring  information  independent  of  what  I  have  secured 
through  my  own  investigation  as  to  the  qualifications,  ability 
and  character  of  the  proposed  appointee,  I  wrote  the  Senator 
from  Gloucester  County  a  week  prior  to  making  the  nomination, 
and  also  conferred  with  him  personally  concerning  it,  and  he 
presented  no  objection  to  the  appointee,  nor  did  he  request  that 
such  appointment  be  not  made. 

I  have  requested  the  Senator  from  Gloucester  and  the  Chair- 
man of  your  Committee  to  which  the  nomination  was  referred,  to 
inform  me  of  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  action.  Their  reply- 
advised  me  that  in  all  the  weeks  this  nomination  has  been  before 
you,  no  one  has  presented  to  the  comm/ittee  any  reason  which 
would  justify  an  adverse  report  by  it,  or  the  rejection  of  the 
nomination  by  your  body. 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  some  of  your  members  have 
been  told  that  I  had  conceived  a  plan  to  force  or  induce  Mr.  Sum- 
merill to  resign,  so  that  I  might  fill  the  office  in  question  for  a  full 
term.  I  denoimce  that  tale  as  absolutely  false.  When  Mr.  Sum- 
merill communicated  to  me,  last  I]>ecem'ber,  his  desire  to  retire 
from  the  office  because  it  interfered  with  his  private  business  and 
because  he  did  not  like  the  work,  the  tender  of  his'  resignation 
came  to  me  as  a  complete  surprise  and  was  a  voluntary  act  on  his 
part. 

I  am  sending  you  this  message  because  the  Constitution  pro- 
vides that  you  and  I  each  have  a  part  in  filling  the  vacancy  exist- 
ing in  the  office  of  Prosecutor  of  the  Pleas  of  Gloucester  County, 
and  because  of  its  further  provision  that  I  "shall  take  care  that 
the  laws  be  faithfully  executed."    I  consider  it  your  duty  to  con- 
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firm  or  reject,  with  reasonable  promptness,  all  nominations  sent 
by  me  to  you.  If  Mr.  Richman's  nomination  is  a  proper  one,  it 
should  be  confirmed;  if  not,  it  should  be  rejected,  and  I  should 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  make  another  nomination.  To  take 
no  action  whatever,  is  not  meeting  your  part  of  the  obligation  the 
Constitution  imposes  on  you.  Moreover,  inaction  is  unfair  to 
Mr.  Richman,  in  that  your  failure  to  confirm  is  a  reflection  upon 
his  character  or  his  ability,  and  may  injure  his  standing  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  bar  of  this  State.  As  to  what  reflection  your  failure  to 
act  casts  upon  my  good  faith  and  fidelity  to  my  oath  of  office,  I 
leave  it  to  you  to  consider.

least  ten  public  places  within  said  described  territory,  and  pub- 
lished once  in  one  newspaper  circulating  therein  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  day  so  fixed  for  such  election. 

4.  Such  special  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  so 
appointed  and  shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  of  registry  and 
election  of  the  township  of  Centre  who  conducted  the  general 
election  next  preceding  the  holding  of  such  election  in  said 
township,  and  shall  be  by  ballot.

the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  registry  lists  in  the 
manner  provided  under  the  general  election  laws  of  this  State : 
provided,  that  said  list,  for  the  purposes  of  this  election,  shall  be 
revised  so  as  to  include  all  and  only  such  voters  of  said  township. 
The  clerk  of  the  township  of  Center  shall  give  public  notice  of 
such  meeting  bf  said  board  of  registry  and  election  at  the  time

The  Second  District  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Camden, 
Burlington,  Ocean  and  Monmouth; 

The  Third  District  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Mercer,  Hun- 
terdon, Somerset,  Middlesex  and  Union; 
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The  Fourth  District  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Warren, 
Sussex,  Passaic,  Morris,  Bergen,  Essex  and  Hudson. 

Each  district  shall  have,  at  all  times,  two  residents  therein  as 
representatives  thereof  in  said  board. 

5.  The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  for  the  following  terms,  to  commence  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen :  Two  for 
one  year,  two  for  two  years,  two  for  three  years  and  two  for 
four  years.  Annually  thereafter,  two  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  full  term  of  four  years.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  terms.  The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture shall  serve  without  compensation,  except  tliait  they  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  their  actual  expenses  incurred  in  'attending 
the  meetings  of  the  board  and  in  the  other  performance  of  their 
duties.

The  authorities  of  the  county  of  Hudson  have  drawTi  my 
ttention  to  w^hat  appears  to  be  its  very  meritorious  claim  for 
ayment  of  arrears,  as  well  as  for  future  annual  payments 
or  the  care  of  tubercular  patients,  under  Chapter  217  of  the 
,aws  of  191 2,  and  I  believe  it  my  duty  to  bring  the  matter  to 
our  notice. 

When  Hudson  county  established  a  tuberculosis  hospital 
nder  the  act  to  which  1  have  re f erred »  it  Ix^came  mandatory  on 
he  State  by  section  13  of  the  act  to  i.>ay  the  county  each  year 
3  per  w^eek  for  every  person  cared  for  in  the  hospital,  except 
tiose  who  paid  for  their  own  maintenance.  Each  year  the 
ounty  has  applied  to  the  Legislature  for  an  ai>propriation  to  cover 
^e  State's  share  of  the  maintenance  cost,  but  its  requests  have 
een  ignored.  Itemized  claims  at  the  statutory  rate,  amounting 
3  $24,854^28  are  now  on  file  in  the  Comptroller's  office  for 
atients  cared  for  from  November,  1914^  to  October  31,  191 5, 
nd  the  county  has  a  further  claim'  from  November  i,  1915,  to 
>ctober  31,  1916  (based  ujxjn  an  estimated  numl^er  of  patients), 
mounting  to  $38,064.00,  so  that  it  will  require  a  total  of  $62,- 
1S.2S  in  yoor  supplemental  appropriation  bill  to  pay  the  pend- 
i.Sf  claims  against  the  State.  Besides  such  supplemental  appro- 
nation,  the  county  insists  that  there  shall  be  included  in  the 
nnual  appropriation  bill  for  the  year  commencing  November 
>  T916,  the  sum  of  $49/149.00  for  the  maintenance  of  its  tuber- 
ular  patients  for  the  next  fiscal  yean 

Hudson  county  appears  to  have  com^plied  in  all  respects  with 
ie  law  of  1912,  and  the  State  should  do  its  fjart  as  provided 
y  that  law.  Under  the  act,  the  State  is  required  to  pa}^  but 
3.00  per  week  for  each  patient,  although  T  am  informed  that 
he  cost  to  the  county  last  year  was  $8.00  per  patient,  and  con- 
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sidering  the  increased  price  of  food  stuffs  and  supplies,  the  p 
capita  cost  for  the  present  year  will  probably  be  $10.00.  It 
not  fair  that  the  State  should  ignore  its  duty  in  this  matter,  ai 
that  thereby  the  whole  cost  of  maintaining  this  hospital  shou 
be  thrown  upon  the  taxpayers  of  Hudson  county,  and  I  wou 
strongly  urge  that  the  State  recognize  its  present  debt  and 
responsibility  to  the  county  by  making  the  necessary  provisi( 
in  the  supplemental  and  annual  appropriation  bills  you  a 
about  to  pass.

Estates  of  deceased  i>ersons  are  answerable,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, for  the  payment  of  debts  of  the  deceased  before  distribu- 
tion can  be  made  to  the  widow,  or  husband,  or  next  of  kin,  and 
:reditors  are  given  nine  months  within  which  to  present  their 
rlaims.  If  before  the  expiration  of  that  period,  a  court  can 
ietermine  that  the  estate  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy 
ill  claims  that  may  be  presented,  so  also  can  the  administrator, 
ind  in  such  case  the  administrator  can  make  weekly  payments 
0  the  widow  and  children,  and  the  bill  is  unnecessary. 

Another  objection  that  presents  itself  is  that  the  bill  limits  the 
ight  to  make  application  to  widows  and  children.  Where  there 
s  no  widow  or  child  to  take  the  estate,  it  might  be  just  as  neces- 
ary  that  the  right  be  given  to  a  husband,  brother  or  sister  or 
>ther  next  of  kin. 

A  further  objection  is  that  the  bill  is  sufficiently  broad  to  cover 
ases  other  than  intestacy;  that  is,  where  the  deceased  leaves  a 
rill  under  which  specific  direction  is  given  for  the  division  of 
he  estate  and  how  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  executor, 
^his  bill  would  authorize  the  Court  to  order  an  executor  to  make 
avments  in  amounts  and  at  times  contrary  to  the  direction  of 
will.

Public  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  said  governing  body  by 
publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  and  circulated 
in  the  said  municipality.  Or  if  there  be  no  newspapers  published 
in  the  said  municipality,  then  in  one  or  more  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  county  in  which  said  municipality  is  located,  to  be 
designated  by  said  governing  body,  once  a  week  for  at  least 
four  weeks,  and  by  posting  such  notice  in  five  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  municipality  for  at  least  four  weeks  before  said 
election.

I  return  herewith  Senate  bill  number  sixty-six,  without  my 
appro\^al. 

A  year  ago  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  known  as  chapter 
369  of  the  laws  of  191 5,  fixing  the  salaries  of  all  surrogates, 
county  clerks  and  sheriffs.  By  that  act  the  Legislature  then 
said  that  the  salary  of  these  officials  in  counties  having  a  popu- 
lation of  between  twenty-five  thousand  and  fifty  thousand,  should 
be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars ;  and  in  counties  having  less  thaxi 
twenty-five  thousand  inhabitants,  two  thousand  dollars.  This 
bill  would  change  the  law  passed  but  a  year  ago,  so  that  the 
salary  of  the  officials  named,  in  counties  between  twenty-four 
thousand  and  fifty  thousand  population  should  be  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars,  thus  giving  a  twenty-five  per  centum  annual 
salary  increase  to  the  surrogate,  county  clerk  and  sheriff  of  Cape 
May  county,  which  is  the  only  county  affected  by  the  bill. 

The  board  of  freeholders  of  Cape  May  county,  by  resolution 
adopted  at  a  regular  meetinjg  recently  held,  protested  against 
the  passage  of  this  bill  on  the  ground  that  the  fees  from  these 
offices  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  any  such  increase  in  salary. 

I  have  heard  of  no  request  from  the  taxpayers  for  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  officials  elected  to  serve 
at  the  present  salary  rate,  should  now  have  an  increase.

Extraordinary  circumstances,  arising  from  time  to  time,  make 
it  necessary  for  counties  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  Attorney- 
General  in  criminal  cases  and  the  occasion  for  such  assistance 
is  invariably  due  to  local  conditions.  I  consider  it  against  public 
policy  for  the  State  to  pay  the  Attorney-General  a  salary  for  per- 
forming such  legal  work  or  to  bear  any  expense  in  ccmnection 
therewith.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  the  act  of  191 1,  that  the 
Attorney-General  shall  be  called  upon  to  assist  the  counties  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  but  should  this  bill  become  a  law  and 
the  counties  may  secure  the  services  of  the  Attorney-General 
without  expense  to  them,  the  demands  upon  the  State's  law 
officer  by  the  counties,  will  surely  embarrass  the  department  in 
the  performance  of  its  regular  duties. 

That  the  occasions  when  action  has  been  taken  under  the  act 
of  191 1  have  not  been  frequent  or  burdensome,  will  appear  from 
the  following  brief  statement: 

Shortly  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  former  Attorney-General 
Wilson  was  directed  to  prosecute  criminal  cases  in  Atlantic 
coun-ty,  under  very  unusual  conditions.  He,  with  his  assistant, 
Mr.  Gaskill,  prosecuted  such  cases  in  the  county  for  about  two 
years,  many  of  the  cases  prosecuted  being  of  great  importance 
and  involved  a  large  amount  of  work.  What  the  county  paid 
for  this  service,  I  do  not  know. 

E^ly  in  191 5,  the  present  Attorney-General  was  directed  to 
prosecute  an  indictment  for  murder  against  twenty-five  or  more 
persons  in  Middlesex  county,  growing  out  of  the  Roosevelt  strike. 
The  actual  trial  of  ten  of  these  defendants,  jointly  indicted,  con- 
sumed a  full  week,  while  the  preliminary  preparation  occupied 
many  weeks.  The  Attorney-General  tried  the  case  and  was 
assisted  both  at  the  trial  and  in  the  preparation  by  three  assist- 
ants, as  well  as  the  prpsecutor  and  assistant  prosecutor.  For  all 
this  wo^k  and  expense,  the  Attorney-General  requested  and  was 
allowed  *$2,50o. 
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During  the  summer  of  191 5  the  Attorney-General  was  directed 
to,  and  did  try  the  indictment  found  in  Cape  May  county  against 
a  former  prosecutor  of  the  county  and  for  this  he  was  allowed 
$100.  After  the  conviction,  the  Attorney-General  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  criminal  business  of  the  county  for  six  weeks  and 
he  conducted  trials  of  Special  Sessions  cases  and  at  the  sugges-^ 
tion  of  the  county  judge  undertook  the  investigation  of  certain 
complaints  of  alleged  violations  of  the  law.  For  these  services 
he  requested  and  was  allowed  $175.  In  addition  to  this  sum,  the 
actual  traveling  expenses  and  the  fees  of  detectives  employed  in 
said  investigation  (the  county  detective  being  at  that  time  under 
indictment),  were  allowed.  The  allowance  for  services  and  fees 
to  the  Attorney-General  in  this  county,  must  not  be  confused 
with  the  allowances  made  to  a  special  prosecutor  appointed  under 
another  law. 

Some  time  ago  the  Attorney-General  was  directed  to  prosecute 
an  important  criminal  case  in  Burlington  county,  and  at  the 
present  time  he  has  charge  of  the  criminal  business  of  Gloucester 
county,  pursuant  to  an  order  made  by  Justice  Garrison. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  under  the  law,  no  charge 
can  be  allowed  unless  it  is  first  approved  by  a  Supreme  Court 
Justice,  who  knows  the  value  of  legal  services  and  who  can  be 
depended  upon  to  protect  the  counties  against  any  possible  over- 
charge. In  my  judgment  it  is  in  accord  with  sound  public  policy 
to  require  the  counties  to  pay  the  expense  incident  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  criminal  laws  within  their  boundaries,  whether  the 
matter  is  in  charge  of  the  county  prosecutors,  or  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  and  this  bill  is  objectional,  because  it  runs  counter  to 
that  policy. 

If  the  Attorney-General  must  render  his  services  to  the  coun- 
ties without  compensation,  the  Supreme  Court  justice  will  hesitate 
long  before  placing  such  burden  on  him.  I  can  well  under- 
stand how  some  persons,  even  now  nnder  indictment,  will  be 
happy  to  see  this  bill  become  a  law,  hoping  it  may  influence  the 
Supreme  Court  Justice  not  to  send  the  Attorney-General  to  assist 
in  prosecuting  such  indictments.

The  following  message  was  received  froni  the  Governor,  by. 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Herrmann,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  and 
laid  over  under  the  rules : 

Senate  Bii.l  No.  21. 
To  the  Senate:  Trenton^  March  twenty-two,  1916. 

This  bill  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  State  Board 
of  Agriculture.  The  Economy  and  Efficiency  Commission  has 
had  this  subject  under  investigation  since  191 3  and  in  its  i9^4 
report,  it  said : 

"We  find  that  much  more  time  will  be  required  to 
organize  an  efficient  Department  of  Agriculture. 
*  *  *  With  regard  to  our  agricultural  agencies,  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  one  at  the  present  time  can  clearly 
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define  their  respective  functions  and  their  connection 
with    and    dependence    upon,    the    Rutgers    Scientific 
School.     We  realize  that  no  recommendation  should 
be  made  which,  if  adopted,  would  halt  progress  and  re- 
sult in  detriment  either  to  the  State  or  to  the  sch(x>l. 
*     *     *     We  have  conferred  with  many  who  take  an 
active  interest  in  all  agricultural  questions  and  while  it 
is  generally  believed  that  some  reorganization  should 
take  place,  everyone  who  has  studied  the  subject  realizes 
its  difficulties  and  also  realizes  that  considerable  time 
must  be  devoted  to  it  not  only  from  the  business,  but 
also  from  the  legal  standpoint." 
This  same  Commission  after  having  had  the  subject  under 
consideration  for  two  years  longer,  stated  in  its  1916  report,  that 
its  investigation  was  still  in  progress  and  that  it  had  not  yet 
reached  a  conclusion.    It  made  the  following  statement : 

"Your    Commission    feels   .that    the    investigation 
already  given  this  matter  is  not  sufficient  for  the  basis 
of  final  conclusions  or  the  submission  of  a  bill.     The 
question  will  therefore  receive  further  attention." 
It  is  certain  that  all  our  boards,  commissions  and  agencies 
having  to  do  with  our  agricultural  interests,  should  be  reorgan- 
ized and  consolidated,  but  I  doubt  that  there  are  a  dozen  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  who  will  say  that  they  are  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  subject  to  recommend  a  plan  with  which  they 
will  be  entirely  satisfied.     I  think  that  the  Department  should 
be  organized  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  Departments 
were  organized  under  the  recommendations  of  the  Economy  and 
Efficiency  Commission,  but  since  so  few  of  us  are  certain  as  to 
the  proper  course,  I  would  advise  that  the  subject  be  left  with 
the  Economy  and  Efficiency  Commission  and  that  no  bill  be 
passed. 

I  have  specific  objections  to  this  bill  which  are  as  follows : 
It  provides  that  the  managers  of  the  department  shall  be  elected 
annually  at  a  convention  composed  of  delegates  selected  by 
certain  farmers',  agriculturists'  and  similar  societies  or  associa- 
tions (the  proceedings  of  some  of  which  are  secret),  specified 
in  the  t»ill.  The  Governor  is  required  to  issue  commissions  to 
those  so  elected,  but  neither  the  Executive  nor  any  other  branch 
of  the  State  government  is  given  any  voice  in  their  election,  or 
any  power  or  control  over  the  Board  in  the  selection  of  their 
officers  and  employees,  or  in  the  expenditure  of  money. 
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The  Board  is  authorized  lo  appoint  a  Secretary  at  $5,000 
salary;  to  create  three  sub-departments  or  bureaus  and  such 
other  bureaus  as  it  may  determine,  with  a  chief  at  the  head  and 
such  other  officers  and  employees  as  the  Board  may  desire.  The 
State  House  Commission  is  directed  to  provide  suitable  offices 
and  equipment  for  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  given  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred 
upon  individuals,  boards  and  commissions  now  appointed  by  or 
through  the  Governor  and  it  ib  authorized  to  collect  and  publish 
information  and  statistics  of  interest  and  (benefit  to  those  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits,  such  as  crop  adaptation  of  land;  the 
improvement  of  agricultural  methods;  transportation  to  market; 
rates ;  irrigation  and  drainage ;  to  arrange  for  meetings  of  farmers 
and  agriculturists:  for  contests  among  children  and  to  award 
prizes  to  contestants  and  to  award  premiums  at  agricultural 
meetings  and  fairs. 

All  appropriations  heretofore  made  by  the  Legislature  to  any 
officer,  board  or  department,  are  transferred  to  the  new  board 
in  bulk,  to  be  allotted  as  it  may  detennine  notwithstanding  that 
the  Legislature  may  have  specified  how,  in  its  judgment,  such 
total  appropriations  should  be  divided  and  the  Legislature  is 
required  hereafter  to  make  appropriations  to  this  board  in  bulk 
and  it  is  given  power  to  apportion  the  same. 

I  realize  the  importance  of  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
State  and  I  have  frequently  pointed  out  the  necessity  and  ad- 
f^antage  to  the  whole  State  of  fostering  and  advancing  such 
interests  and  I  do  not  disapprove  the  large  appropriations  here- 
tofore made  to  aid  those  interests,  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  go 
the  length  this  bill  \vx>uld  carry  us,  because  it  is  a  long  step  in 
the  direction  of  special  or  class  legiriation  and,  therefore,  danger- 
ous and  improper.  I  can  have  no  objection  to  any  class  of 
people,  or  any  of  our  various  industries,  organizing  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  their  own  interests,  but  I  am  not  willing 
that  the  State  should  contribute  or  appropriate  directly  to  such 
organizations  any  sum  of  money,  primarily  to  aid  or  'benefit 
individual  interests.  Such  an  appropriation,  it  seems  to  me, 
would  be  contrary  to  Article  I,  paragraph  20,  of  our  Constitution, 
which  provides  that  **no  donation  of  land  or  appropriation  of 
money  shall  be  made  by  the  State  or  any  municipal  corporation, 
to  or  for  the  use  of  any  society,  association  or  corporation  what- 
ever.'* 

I  see  no  more  reason  why  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State 
should  expect  the  State  to  finance  their  1x>ard  of  managers,  with 
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all  its  varied  functions,  with  State  ftmds,  than  that  the  fishermen 
and  oystermen  should  select  the  Department  of  Shell  Fisheries, 
or  that  the  pottets  or  silk  manufacturers  should  select  their 
central  board,  or  the  manufacturers  or  organized  labor  should 
select  a  Labor  Departrnent  and  expect  the  State  to  supply  the 
money  with  which  to  operate  such  boards  and  all  without  State 
supervision  and  control.

The  followin^g  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Herrmann,  his  Secretary,  which  was  read  and 
laid  over  under  the  rules  : 

Senate  Bill  No.  22. 

Trenton,  March  twenty-second,   1916. 
To  the  Setmtc: 

We  now  have  a  law  known  as  chapter  57  of  the  laws  of  191 3, 
which  confers  ample  ix)wers  for  the  elimination  of  those  grade 
crossings  which  are  dangerous  and  those  which  impede  travel. 
Under  this  act  eleven  different  proceedings  are  pending  before 
the  Public  L^tility  Commission,  and  a  very  impolrtant  case, 
which  will  test  the  validity  of  the  act,  involving  the  elimination 
of  Erie  Railroad  crossings  in  Paterson,  has  been  argued  before 
the  Supreme  Court  and  a  decision  may  be  expected  in  a  few 
months.  It  took  the  City  of  Paterson  two  years  to  present  its 
case  to  the  Public  Utility  Commission  and  secure  an  order  from 
that  body,  and  the  length  of  time  required  was  not  caused  by 
delays  either  on  the  part  of  the  City  or  the  Commission,  but 
Avas  due  to  the  fact  that  the  case  is  most  complicated,  and  was 
to  be  made  a  test  case,  and  both  sides  had  to  gather  much 
information  and  present  much  evidence.  All  phases  of  the 
law  were  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  this  case,  and  a 
comprehensive  decision  is  expected,  the  railroad  having  filed 
seventy-eight  reasons  why  the  order  of  the  Public  Utility  Com- 
mission should  be  set  aside.  If  this  bill  becomes  a  law,  much 
of  the  time,  labor  and  money  expended  in  securing  a  decision 
will  be  wasted,  because  this  bill  repeals  the  present  law.  A 
number  of  communities  have  been  awaiting  the  decision  in  the 
Paterson  case,  and  if  this  bill  becomes  a  law,  they  must  wait 
some  years  longer"  for  its  construction  by  the  Courts. 

The  introducer  of  this  bill  may  believe  there  will  be  no  liti- 
gation under  it,  because  he  claims  it  is  based  on  a  Connecticut 
law  which  has  been  sustained  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
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Court.  He  is  surely  mistaken  in  such  belief,  because  in  the 
Bristol  case  the  Court  passed  upon  the  Cc«ineciticut  law  as  ap- 
plied to  the  facts  in  that  particular  case,  and  then  only  so  far 
as  the  Federal  questions  involved.  That  case  is  no  precedent 
for  our  courts  in  respect  to  many  phases  of  this  bill,  and  it 
may  be  noted  that  since  the  decision  in  the  Bristol  case,  the 
Connecticut  statute  has  been  amended.  We  can  be  sure  that 
the  Railroads  will  attack  this  bill  should  it  become  a  law,  before 
they  will  proceed  under  it.  It  would,  therefore  seem  to  me 
very  unwise  to  attempt  any  further  leg^islation  on  so  important 
a  subject,  when  a  court  decision  is  so  soon  forthcomings  which 
may  be  used  as  a  guide  should  other  legislation  be  found  neces- 
sary, and  it  is  especially  tinwise  to  repeal  a  law  which  the  Court 
may  sustain. 

I  desire  to  state  as  briefly  as  possible  some  specific  objections 
to  this  bill : 

1.  It  relieves  street  railway  companies  of  all  obligation  to 
pay  any  part  of  the  expense  of  removal  of  a  crossing  which  they 
use.  Under  the  present  law  as  much  as  ten  per  centum  of  the 
expense  may  be  imposed  on  themi. 

2.  It  seems  to  have  in  contemplation  grade  crossings  in  coun- 
try districts,   rather  than  in  crowded  cities,  because  it  refers 

^  only  to  single  crossings  and  makes  no  provision  for  the  removal 
of  several  which  may  be  involved  in  the  one  transaction. 

3.  It  provides  for  one  methcKl  of  payriient  in  cases  where  the 
highway  was  opened  before  the  railroad  and  another  where  the 
hig-hway  was  opened  after  the  railroad.  In  many  instances  a 
highway  may  have  been  opened  before  the  location  of  the  railroad 
while  a  nearby  highway  may  have  been  opened  afterward,  but 
one  could 'nob  be  changed  without  the  other.  The  bill  provided 
no  method  for  apportioning  cost  in  such  cases.  In  the  Pater- 
son  case,  early  records  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  and  it  was  im- 
possible to  show  in  many  instances  whether  the  street  or  the 
railroad  was  first  laid  out.  Under  the  present  law  it  is  of  no 
consequence. 

4.  It  is  uncertain  in  indicating  the  company  that  is  to  pay 
for  the  work.  It  provides  for  payment  by  the  company  "owninsf 
or  operating  the  railroad".  In  the  Paterson  case,  one  company 
was  the  owner  and  another  the  operator.  Under  this  bill,  no 
one  could  say  which  should  pay.  The  present  law  places  thel 
cost  where  it  belongs,  on  the  operating  company.  To  put  the 
cost  on  the  company  owning  the  road  in  the  Paterson  case  would 
probably  confiscate  the  entire  road.  This  provision  would  prob- 
ably destroy  Senate  22,  in  its  application  to  the  Paterson  case. 
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5.  It  permits  the  railroad  to  decide  what  crossings  are  to  bq 
changed  first,  under  certain  conditions.  Some  companies  would 
first  remove  those  that  cost  least  to  change,  leaving  the  dan- 
gerous ones  for  the  last.  Under  the  present  law,  the  Public 
Utility  Commission  has  control. 

6.  It  provides  for  application  to  the  Public  Utility  Commis- 
sion by  "the  directors  of  any  railroad  company  whose  road 
crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  highway".  In  the  case  of  a  leased 
road,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  the  application  must  be 
made  by  the  lessor  or  lessee,  or  by  both. 

7.  It  does  not  provide  for  notice  of  proceedings  for  elimina- 
tion, to  companies  owning  street  railways,  telephone,  telegraph, 
lighting,  water,  sewer  and  pipe  line  rights,  which  will  be  affected 
by  the  change.    The  present  law  does. 

8.  It  provides  that  the  Public  Utility  Commission  shall  deter- 
mine what  alterations  or  removals,  if  any,  shall  be  made  and 
by  whom.  No  guide  is  laid  down  for  determining  who  shall 
make  specific  alterations  or  removals,  nor  is  it  provided  how,  if 
such  changes  or  removals  are  to  be  made  by  a  street  railway  or 
other  utility  company,  such  company  is  to  secure  reimbursement 
for  the  expense  incurred. 

9.  It  provides  that  amounts  within  the  prescribed  limits  to  be 
paid  by  municipalities  are  to  be  fixed  ''having*  regard  to  the 
financial  strength  of  the  municipality".  This  requires  a  con- 
sideration of  and  finding  as  to  such  "financial  strength"  and  opens 
up  added  grounds  for  contest. 

10.  By  section  2,  it  gives  a  "municipality  affected"  the  power 
to  discontinue  proceedings  now  pending  which  have  been  in- 
itiated by  the  Public  Utility  Commission. 

11.  Under  section  2,  should  the  Supreme  Court  set  aside  the 
order  of  the  Public  Utility  Commission  in  the  Paterson  case 
because  of  a  defect  in  the  proceedings,  rather  than  because  of  a 
defect  in  the  present  law,  Paterson  would  be  compelled  to  institute 
new  proceedings  under  this  bill  and  would  lose  the  benefit  of  the 
work  done  by  it  under  the  present  law. 

12.  It  renders  chapter  238  of  the  laws  of  1914,  as  to  notice  to 
parties  in  interest  by  advertisement,  inoperative.  In  view  of  the 
difficulty  of  ascertaining  ownership  of  lands  in  the  area  affected 
by  the  crossing  change,  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  19 14,  are 
essential.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  State  that  its  business  and  the  business 
of  its  political  subdivisions  shall  be  conducted  in  the  English 
languag>e  and  that  all  legal  documents,  especially  those  affecting 
the  title  to  lands,  shall  be  in  our  language.  To  provide  other- 
wise would  involve  confusion  and  trouble  suire  to  arise  out  of  the 
translation  of  such  documents  from  other  languages  and  to  give 
the  proper  shade  of  meaning  to  idiomatic  expressions.  This 
seemfs  to  have  been  the  idea  which  prompted  the  introduction  of 
Assembly  Bill  one  hundred  and  ninety-six,  which  provides  that 
no  instrimient  in  writing  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  or  register  unless  in  the  English  language  and  you 
have  approved  that  idea  by  passing  such  bill  and  I  have  also 
aipproved  by  signing  it.  We  should  not  permit  both  bills  to 
become  laws  and,  therefore,  I  withhold  my  approval  to  this  one.

The  method 
of  publication  proposed  by  this  bill  and  the  time  allowed  for 
publication  is  insufficient  and  too  near  the  time  for  election.  If 
there  are  no  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  municipalities, 
provision  could  be  made  for  the  publication  in  newspapers  cir- 
culating therein.

Convened,  Tuesday,  January  nth,  1916.  Adjourned,  Wednesday,  March 
igth,   1916.     Duration,  twelve  weeks. 

During  the  session  a  total  of  878  bills  and  J5  joint  resolutions  were  intro- 
duced, of  which  number  275  bills  and  5  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the 
Senate  and  603  bills  and  10  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  House  of 
Assembly.  Of  that  total  329  bills  and  10  joint  resolutions  passed  both 
Houses,  and  were  delivered  to  the  Governor,  leaving  a  total  of  449  bills  and 
5  joint  resolutions  that  failed  to  reach  final  passage.  The  Governor  ap- 
proved 270  bills  and  8  joint  resolutions,  and  19  bills  and  one  joint  resolution 
were  passed  by  the  Legislature  over  the  Governor's  veto,  making  the  volume 
of  laws  for  the  session  289  bills  and  9  joint  resolutions,  a  total  of  298  laws. 
During  the  session  the  Governor  vetoed  a  total  of  43  bills  and  one  joint 
resolution,  and  filed  in  the  library  10  bills  during  a  temporary  recess  of 
the  Legislature  exceeding  the  five-day  limit  He  also  returned  to  the 
Legislature  by  request  a  total  of  11  bills,  6  of  which  were  returned  a  second 
time,  5  becoming  laws  and  one  was  vetoed.  After  final  adjournment  one 
bill  and  one  joint  resolution  were  filed  in  the  State  Library.  Of  the  measures 
vetoed,  8  bills  and  one  joint  resolution  originated  in  the  Senate  and  35 
bills  in  the  House.  Pour  of  the  Senate  bills  and  one  Senate  joint  resolution 
vetoed  were  passed  over  the  Governor's  veto  and  15  of  the  House  bills 
vetoed  were  also  passed.  Of  the  total  filed  in  the  Library,  7  are  Senate  bills, 
4  are  House  bills  and  one  is  a  House  joint  resolution.  Of  the  laws  for 
1916,  118  bills  and  3  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  Senate,  while  171 
bills  and  6  joint  resolutions  originated  in  the  House.
